A FIRE C.^LL! It is unusual. 
Unless we continue to be care¬ 
ful, we can e.xpect more. The 
call was to extinguish a back 
yard grass fire that couid have 
started from a match or the 
glare of the sun on a bottle 
.So far. the cause has not been 
determined. It IS known that 
the yard was in a doplorabie 
condition and that the foiks 
responsible had been notified 
of the hazard. Why must wo 
wait until fire arrives to be 
convinced? Yards MUST be 
cleaned of inflammable mate¬ 
rials. If Jiot, offenders arc sub¬ 
ject to a court trial. 

A recent court trial brought a 
question from the defendant 
asking why the condition in her 
yard was allowed to exist .so 
long before citation. Folks must 
understand that .Sierra Madre’s 
Fire Department is volunteer. 
The Chief who acts as Fi.-e Mar¬ 
shal is also one of the town's 
policemen. To inspi'ct back
